Ciiioaoo, Nov. 13..Owing to tbe dis¬
cussion over tbe mauner and minority
reports on the non-parliaan question,
tho reading of the prTOst prepared by
Misa J. Ellen Fooler and the confusion
attendant upon tho withdrawal of the
Iowa delegation froui tbe Women's
Cbrlotion Tcmperance Union conven¬

tion last night, tbe consideration of the
ceinplete report of the majority of the
Committee on Ueeoiutious was not
finished until neurly one o'clock this
morning. As Anally adopted tbe rinu:
lutious declare, in brief:
We recognise tho fact that tbe foun¬

dation of our work lies in the gospel of
Christ by men and women, and believe
even greater etlorts should be made
along all evangelistic Hues. Wu rejoice
in the efforts being made generally for
tbe enforcement of Sunday laws, and
pledge our hearty co-operation. Tho
petition for u national Suuduy rest law
Is reiudorsed. The action of President
Harrison in foiblddlng military reviews
and parades on Sunday anil on furls; of
Postmaster General Wanuuiaker for tbe
reduction of Sunday postal wurk, are
commended. Tbe establishment of

fllrl'a industrial colleges and institutes
n every State, to be supported b* State
appropriations, is urged. Congress
should pass a law abaolutely prohibiting
the manufacture ami sale or givingaway
of Intoxicating or ulcobolic beverages In
the territory over which it Iwa jurisdic¬
tion, and the Inter-Ntutu law should be
amended to prohibit tho bringing of
liquors into prohibition States. An ed¬
ucational test for cltixeusblp is favored,
and previous declarations In favor of
woman's suffrage are reaffirmed. Tho
Union rejoices at the victory of its prin¬
ciples at tbe ballot box Id the new Stales
of North and South Dakota and Is es¬

pecially glad that tbe dominant party in
South Dakota has explicitly declared for
national prohibition.
This morning the majority resolution

on tba "Non-partisan" question, and tbe
resolution in reference to Vice President
Morton's apartment bouse in Washing¬
ton, given in last night's dlspalcheo,were
incorporated in the above report. The
Independent Order of Good Templars
was recognised as fellow workers; the
work of tbe Young People's Christian
Endeavor Society endorsed, and the con¬
vention adjourned.

II Clli TRIAL,
Praptical Close of the Case for

the Prosecution.

THE CLAN-NA-GAEL INQUIRY

llulcd Out by tho Coui-t-Juilgo Mc-

Council Upset* Hialo's Attorney
IiOugnoukor'K l'lmi».TI>e Tea*
tliuou) Given Yesterday.

Ouioauo, Nov. 13..It la believed that
three weeks from to-day tilt) (ate of llie
live wen now on trial (or the murder of
Dr. Oroniti will lie In the bands of the
jury, The evidence tor the State is
nearly closed. The defense will not

occupy more than two weeks. About
three days will l» devoted to sur-rebut-
t«l testimony and the speeches on both
sides will occupy about the same length
of time.
As tho cast now stands the prospects

are exceedingly dark for ex-Doteclive
Coughllu, O'Bullivan, tho Ice man, Mar¬
tin Burke and little Kuoie, the Herman,
although tho evidence against the latter
is slight as compared with tho other
three. Lawyer John J. Beggs, theSeuior
Guardian of Oaiup 1!0, will, according to
preseut indications, be acquitted, no
evidence connecting him witii the
tragedy having been adduced.
Meanwhile the friends of tlio mur¬

dered man, although,chngrined because
the fountain heads of the conspiracy
have not boon reached, are secretly
working with might and main to accom¬
plish that result. They have only two
resources to fall back upon.a confession
from some one of the prisoners now on
trial, or the results of tho investigations
now going ou in different quarters. The
master baud or hands tlmt inspired tiie
manufacture of the bjgus interview with
Dr. Orouin iu Toronto, at the very time
that his remains were decomposing iu
the Lake-View sewer; that provided the
funds for the fight againBt the extradi¬
tion of Martin liurke, u penuiless Irish
laborer; that sent to Wiunepeg tho dis¬
patch warning that individual to beware
of the Chicago police olllcials who were
escorting him hack to this city, remain
to be revealed.

TUB TBSTMOSY IXSTtillDAV.
Judge MoCuiiuell to Admit Evi¬

dence Inrontlgutlntf the Clan*nn-(inel.
Chicago, Nov. 13..At the opening of

tho Uronin trial thin morning. Judge
McDonnell announced his decision on
the question of going into the past his*
tory of tho 01un-na*Gael. Tho lust wit*
neoa on the stand yesterday afternoon
was ex-Policeman Brown. lie is also an
ox-member of the Olan*na-Gael. He
was asked whether or not he preferred
charges against Dr. Oronin in 1885, the
State's Attorney explaining that he
would show by the witness that this was
a fact | that Pan Coupblin was a member
of tho trial committee aod that flr. Cro*
nin was expelled from the organization.
The logical consequence of the admis*
sion of this testimony was a complete in*
vestigatiop of tho 01an*na*Gael, at least,
so far as it oould bo made to show
causes for nuimoiity against Poctor
Cronin on the part of any of
the prisoners at tho bar. This
oiler led to the most earnest aud pro*traced argument between counsel for
the tttaty iilid pounsel lor defense that
bos vet taken place during the trial.
Nearly every lawyer engaged in the case
on eitlicr side had something to say dur*
ing its progresp, aud there was much
plain speaking. The talk occupied the
Ume till adjournment, and Judge Mc¬
Donnell announced that he would bold
the matter under advisement and would
render his decision this morning. In
accordance with that arrangement, when
the court was called to order this morn¬
ing Judge McConnell announced his
opiuion to bo tlipt the ovidence sought
to be elicited from Officer Urown ou the
points named was incompetent aud
ruled it out.

Wooueunv, N. J., Nov. 13..Joseph
M. Uilluisu was banged here this morn-
lug for the murder of I'eddler Seldeman.
The dron fell at 10:29 a. m., The crime
for which Hlllman to-day suffered the
extreme penalty of the law wn the bru¬
tal murder of Herman Keldeman, a Pol¬
ish peddler. On March 27th laat the
hoily of a man, the arms and legs boun J
with a heavy rope, waa found !u Mash's
pond, near Turnervllle, tbla county, by
un angler. The head waa gaahed in a
number of placea, the appearauce of the
corpse indicating tiiatabloudy murder
had been committed. Several daya af-
terwurda the friends of Herman Seide-
man, aged -IS years, a Polish peddier,
living in Philadelphia, who made fre¬
quent trips through thia portion of New
Jersey, ami who hail been miaaingaince
November 7,1888, Identified the body aa
being that of the peddler.
Seldeuian waa known to have stop¬

ped aeveral times at the house of JosephIlillman, a worthless young man living
at Turiierville, and he waa arrested
charged with the murder, At the trial
which took place in September, neigh¬
bors of Ulllman gave damaging circum¬
stantial evidence against him, clearly
indicating that on the night of Novem¬
ber U, 1888, he had killed the unfortun¬
ate mau. The trial resulted In Uillman's
conviction. It was proved that he bad
stolen his money and pack, and after
disposing of the body by throwing It
luto the pond he adopted the business
ol puddling. After his conviction Hill-
man told many conflicting stories, im¬
plicating various persons, but all his so-
called confessions wero proven to be
falsehoods.

When the sheriff pulled the trigger

holding the 450 pound weight on the
other end of the rope, fie body shot up
into the air > distance of fifteen feel.
Tliun ensued probably oue of the most
horrible bcciics ever witnessed at an
execuiioo. The noose failed to tighten
uud the rope slipped around on the
wretched man's neck. He groaned aud
shrieked and his words could almost be
distinguished as he struggled with bis
arms and finally succeeded in sufficient¬
ly freeing his bands tq Almost reach
the rope. Hangman Van Hise stoud
by reselling up to the noose,
und finally succeeded in getting it
around so thut the weight of the body
rested on the throat aud life waa slowly
strangled out of the man. The struggle
lasted two or three minutes, and until
the haugiuan got the noose under the
chin. Many of those present thought
tlmt the hanging man would have to be
taken down and strung up a second
lime in omer that the law might be

The
business tranaacted consisted in listen¬
ing to the report by the secretary of the
uutnber of gauiea played during the sea¬
son and the awarding of the champion¬ship penant to the Now York club. In
addition, the treasurer's report was rend
and accepted. Then N, h. Young was
re-elected secretary for tho coming year.
At 1 o'clock the regular session Of tho

League began. The reporuof the Board
'if Directors and of the Committee on
Playing Kales were accepted. The com¬
mittee appointed to confer with the
Brotherhood on June 15 last, consistinguf A. O. Spalding, chairman; John 1.
Kogera and John B. Day, then producedtheir report. It contained copies ol the
ufllctal correspondence between Spald¬
ing and John M. Ward, President of the
Urotlierbood. Ward's first letter, dated
May 31,1881), stated tliu grievances of the
players and asked that acomniiuoe be ap¬pointed to discuss them. In a letter to Ills
fellow members, Mr. Spaulding says the

Ward docs not claim that the League has
violated the letter of the Brotherhood
contract, but tbe spirit thereof,claiming that while it was speciallywritten In the contract, it was
understood that the total amount of
salary paid a player, whether written in
the contract or uot, waa to bo tho bails
of reservation. Mr. Spalding denied that
there was any such understanding, but
that clause 20 of the League contracts
.bould be tbe basis of reservation for
the ensuing year. The report of tho
committee waa adopted and Its rcqueit
to be dlachrrged granted. Mr. Wpaldlugthen further stated that tbe Brolher-
nood had not aubetautiated its chargoaagainst the Cleveland club iu the But-
clltfe case. He moved that the
League itself decide in the case

It was ordered that the Secretary of
the League pay to HutcliQe the sum of
$260, being the difference betweon the
amount paid him for his services witu
